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WEST POINT STUDENT WRITES 


OF FIERCE GRIND IN TRAINING 


Of interest to everyone who wishes to 
know how West Point officers arc made, 
is the letter from Wilbur Nye to his 
parents here. Mr. and Mr?. \Y. I'. Xye. 


The Cadet Corps is now doing the 
regular academic work for the winter, 
having been in summer 
camp 
since 
June. At this camp, which overlooks 
the Hudson, field maneuvers take place, 
including artillery drill, rifle practice, 
•machine gun drill, sham battles, and all 
the latest things in modern warfare are 
rehearsed with the latest 
models of 
ordnance. 


Student officers are the drill masters, 
under the direction of regular army of­ 
ficers. Cadets have few so-called pleas­ 
ures and get no prolonged furlough un­ 
til they have been at West Point two 
years. The yearlings, or " P l e b e s , " are 
crowded with work and life made ra­ 
ther miserable for the first few month* 
by the upper classmen. When a new 
man is on guard, every effort is made 
to cause him to make mistakes and 
cause him to receive demerits. 


The fellow with the Tight stuff in 
him and who makes up his mind to 
Rtick it out is of the material 
from 
which officers are made, and soon finds 
life less dreary and begins to take 
pride in the fact that he has been se­ 
lected to take the training. 


The course is now three years long, 
having always been four years until 
the need for trained men became acute. 


The academy has been in existence 
practically 
as now conducted 
since 
1802, and a small beginning was made 
with a few cadets immediately at the 
close of the Revolutionary war. 


In his letter, young Xye says:

I am studying hard now, for this is 
the stiffest proposition I ever went up 
Against, and it is a continual fight to 
hold one's own. 


Each class is one and one-half hours 
of solid recitation. They do not teach 
at all. We have to learn everything in 
each long lesson and recite on it in 
class, being able to do all of each lesson. 
You cannot let go at any time. 
There 


are only ten men in each section, so 
we have plenty of chance for individual 
recitation. In fact we recite everyday 
in everything. 
Knch 
If-s'ni requires 
three solid hours, on the average, in 
preparation. 


Infantry drill regulations practically 
means to " s p e c " (memorizej pages of 
the stuff. 


For an hour each afternoon except 
Wednesday and Saturday we have one 
of the following: 
dancing, 
infantry, 
close order, field artillery, special infan­ 
try. 


Parade comes every day. Inspection 
every day, with two big ones on Satur­ 
day, one big one on Sunday. 


1 was on guard last night, but came 
out O. K. without being 
" s k i n n e d " 
(receive demerits for mistakes). 


Well, I am learning to keep my room 
in order, and take care of my clothes 
and everything else. Have a million 
things on my mind at once, a thousand 
and one things to be done during the 
day and forget nothing. I ought to be 
more efficient and less absent-minded 
after a time, but haven't noticed that 
I compare unfavorably with others in 
that, respect. 


I haven't time nor has anyone else 
to visit, so getting very well acquaint­ 
ed with people is impossible for the 
present. 
Today the corps went 
into 
"all g r n y " on account of the chill of 
the coming fall. Received my overcoat 
today. All our stuff is tailor-made and 
they are having to rush at the cadet 
store to clothe all this big class of 
Plebes. The overcoat is a dandy affair 
with a cape, and will cost nearly $4.". 
The pay of a cadet is not sufficient for 
his support any longer, and should be 
raised. It is the only pay in the mili­ 
tary service that has not ben raised. 


Must close now and get busy on to­ 
morrow 's math. We have geometry, al­ 
ternating with algebra—both college— 
and are tearing 
right 
through 
both 
books 15 or 20 pages at a lesson and 
skipping, over half of it, which we are 
supposed to know.

SERGEANT RALPH SMITH 


WRITES FROM ENGLAND 


The following letter has been receiv­ 
ed by a friend in Covina from Sergeant 
Ralph Smith, who has recently arrived 
overseas, and will prove intersting rend­ 
ing to his friends here: 


Somewhere in England, 


August 21st, 1918. 


Dear Friend: 


At last I am in England and am per­ 
fectly satisfied. Strange, isn't it? This 
is a great place and you ought to visit 
it some time. 


We arrived in port the other morn­ 
ing and were met by the mayor and a 
band, and since then have been on the 
move. We are in a rest camp now and 
•will bo moved to our permanent camp 
in a few days. 


You would never believe me if I told 
you all I've seen in the last weok, but 
111 tell you anyway. In the town just 
below camp (one of the oldest towns 
in England) is a chapel built in 1200 
A. D., and another started in the sev­ 
enth century. There the some old inns 
over a hundred years old, " T h o Dun 
Cow," " T h e Lion's 
Head," " T h e 
Horses and Wagon," and a lot more. 


The English girls hero are not good 
looking. I have seen but two pretty 
girls since I struck this place. 


The coins of this realm are going to 
be the death of me. I ' v e got a pocket 
full of coins and haven't the least idea 
cf how much real honest to gosh cash I 
have. There isn't a bit of candy to be 
had here that tastes like candy. Of 
course I'm not hinting or anything, 
but 
And smokes—there are the 


greatest assortments of so-called smok­ 
ing tobacco to be had you ever heard 
of. I bought an English pipe this morn­ 
ing and some Virginia tobacco (grown 
in a London cabbage patch) and am 
enjoying myself. 


Now, some more about the country. 
We passed a walled city on tho train 


the other day and it was a great .sight. 
It used to bo one of tho strongest burgs 
in the country when knighthood was in 
flower and is still a sturdy 
looking 
place. 
I've seen old castles and tow­ 
ers, walls and hedges, hikekneys and 
cockneys, and lots of things and places 
you read about in history and fiction. 


The youngsters here are taken up with 
the " Y a n k s , " as they call us. When 
you tell them you nre from California, 
they wonder whero your feathers and 
war paint are. Little kids six and sev­ 
en years old run around smoking cig­ 
arettes and swearing to beat the band. 


We passed 
some German 
prisoners 
working under guard and they are sat­ 
isfied to stay in England, where they get 
good food and no danger from the wild 
Yanks. The people over here call us 
"Tommies," too. I haven't been call­ 
ed a " S a m m y " yot, but " Y a n k " and 
" T o m m y " are common. One newsboy 
wanted us to sing "Hail, Hail, Tho 
jGang's All H e r e " as wo wore coming 
up from tho depot. 
I t ' s funny how 
they got onto the American songs so 
soon. Wo sing "California and Y o u , " 
" I 
Love 
You, 
California," and 
"There's a Long, Long T r a i l " most of 
the time, and wo are always sure of a 
hand 
when we start something 
like 
that. 


We are not allowed to have lights 
here because- of the air raids, and it is 
getting late now. I've just written to 
mother and now I'll have to stop or 
write in the dark. 


I'm 
sorry I could not see 
your 
friends in the east but we were not 
there long enough to do anything much. 
Don't forget that I haven't had a mail 
for throe weeks and I'm looking for 
lots of letters when they do come. Tell 
everyone " h e l l o " and that I'm feeling 
fit as a fiddle and having the time of 
my young life.

Stephen Thames, t'or several 
years 
foreman of the Webber garage, left the 
last of last week for San Francisco, 
where he will conduct a tow service for 
the Automobile Club of Northern Cali­ 
fornia. 
This work is similar to that 
just instituted by the Automobile Club 
of Southern California, and furnishes 
a free tow service to members of the 
club whose' machines are broken away 
from home in such a manner that it is 
necessary to tow thorn.

BIG COTTON 


GOODS SALE 


Marshall Field & Co. Have Just Con­ 
cluded the Largest in the History 
of the Trade. 


("From the Dry Goods Economist.; 
The wholesale department of Mar­ 
shall Field & Co. have just, completed 
u sale of domestic cotton goods which 
will go down in "history, as it # places 
them at the head of the world as dis­ 
tributors of this kind of merchandise, 
a 
rare 
display of foresight, 
backed 
with the unlimited capital, made the 
sale possible. Early in August the mar­ 
ket quotation on Hope muslin was 24 
cents a yard, but none was obtainable 
as all the concerns engaged in the busi­ 
ness were sold out. Field's quoted 22% 
cents a yard. The trade quoted Fruit 
of the Loom at 30 cents a yard, but 
none was obtainable. Field's price was 
25 cents a yard. Merchants appreciat­ 
ed the offer and orders came in by 
thousands. There never had been such a 
sale of domestic cottons. 


They have been diligent students of 
the markets, constantly studying condi­ 
tions in the interest of their customers. 
With a private, wire to New York the 
fluctuations 
are known as quickly at 
their wholesale house., on Adams street 
as on the floor of the cotton exchange 
in New York. They penetrated the cot­ 
ton fields and accumulated an amount 
of information which seemed almost a 
revelation from above; they were well 
aware of what might come to the crop, 
and its extent. For months they had 
been accumulating not only raw mater­ 
ial but have manufactured vast quan­ 
tities of white goods. 


It had been the intention to have 
this sule in June, when they could have 
made a profit of a quarter of a million 
dollars more, but it did not seem to be 
the right time. They waited until Aug­ 
ust, when 40,000 circulars were sent 
out to every merchant in the country 
west of Pittsburgh,. A full statement 
of the situation was made; prices quot­ 
ed were a welcome relief to merchants 
after 
weeks and months of constant 
advances, and they seized the oppor­ 
tunity to stock up. The condition of the 
market this week has emphasized the 
accuracy of their foresight. They solic­ 
ited the business of the dry goods mar- 
chants. 
They did not solicit 
orders 
from 
wholesalers 
or 
manufacturers. 
They wanted a wide 
distribution of 
merchandise instead of a large .volume 
of business from a few people. Tne"yj 
got a wider distribution of merchandise 
than they had ever had before. 


It may be a surprise to many who 
are not in the dry goods business to 
know that Marshall Field & Co. are not 
only merchants, but are manufacturers 
of dry goods upon an extensive scale. 
Years ago, John G. Shedd, president of 
Marshall Field & Co., realized and told 
Mr. Field that the day of the jobber 
was passing, and with a view to meet­ 
ing the new conditions they began to 
purchase and construct mills and factor­ 
ies until their investment in this branch 
of the business is greater than the total 
invested in the business at the time of 
the death of Mr. Field. 


The Broadwell stores, heavy custom­ 
ers of Marshall Field & Co., were heavy 
buyers at this sale, and will offer the 
goods to Covina friends.

TOMATO GROWERS SHOULD 


SPRAT AFTER RAIN 


(By J. Eliot Colt, farm advisor.) 
After the present period of rainy 
weather, tomato growers should watch 
their vines closely for any appearance 
of late or winter blight. This is due to 
the snme fungus which causes potato 
blight in the cast. It only occurs in 
California in the fall and winter, (lur­ 
ing and after periods of wet weather. 
In the past, entire crops of tomatoes 
have been ruined within a few days 
following a rain. 


It is quite possible to control this dis­ 
ease and prevent serious damage if at 
the first appearance of the spots on the 
leaves the vines arc promptly sprayed 
with Bordeaux mixture. 
The proper 
strength of the mixture for tomato 
vines, is blucstono five pounds, lump 
lime six pounds, and water fifty gal­ 
lons.

" T h e ten million imprisoned people 
in occupied Belgium and France are 
facing .shame, suffering, discaso, and 
some of them death, for lack of cloth­ 
ing this winter. They must be helped. 
I hope that the Red Cross will under­ 
take a renewed campaign to obtain this 
clothing in America. It can come only 
from us. Your first campaign yielded 
magnificent 
results, bringing 
in 
full 
5000 tons of clothing in good condition. 
But much more is needed if these war- 
ravaged people are to get through the 
winter in decency and safety. 
In the 
face of brutal coercion and spiritual 
suffering they remain splendidly cour­ 
ageous. 
This courage challenges 
our 
charity. Let us match the courage of 
Belgium by the generosity of Ameri­ 
c a . "

GO TO SCHOOL. 


Much 
confusion has arisen in thr- 
minds of parents as to the status of 18- 
ycar-old young men included in the new- 
draft, that a brief statement of their 
proposed disposal may clarify the situa­ 
tion. 


All 18-year-old men registered Sep­ 
tember 12. 


Those who can pass entrance exam­ 
inations to college may enter as if the 
draft had not included them. 


Those who cannot enter colleges be­ 
cause of not being sufficiently well edu­ 
cated may apply for entrance to voca­ 
tional schools, and if there is not room 
for all, arrangements will be made by 
the war department, if possible, for 
these registrants to enter student work 
in-some of the large industrial plant.* 
throughout the country. 


Those in the 18-year-old class, wheth­ 
er in college or in vocational schools, 
•will all be called at the same time, with 
the exception of some technical men 
who are being specially educated for 
special purposes. 


English and Americans in this present 
drive are coincident 
with the well- 
known strategic necessity for falling 
back on the part of the German army, 
which having failed in its great drive 
on Paris Inst spring, must get back to 
a firmer position. The five or six hun­ 
dred thousand Americans in Europe at 
the time, however, caused the German" 
to hurry back instead of retiring in 
order at all places, and they have lost 
heavily in guns, munitions and men. 
The tactics of Foch in harrying all 
parts of the line with surprise attacks' 
has kept the German staff guessing, and 
has not allowed for a concentration at 
any one point. 


The American army is acting as an 
army 
of 
momentum 
in the region 
around the Metz fort. That there may 
be a furious attack by the allies all 
along the line in the latter part of 
October is entirely probable, in order 
to force the Germans out and away 
from 
their greatly-prepared 
intrench- 
ments and emplacements near their own 
borders. 


The facts are that while the Germans

THE 
SOLITARY SITUATION. 


Two very significant utterances from 
high sources have come this week, both 
^clearing the atmo.phere that surrounds 
the turmoil of war. One comes from 
Lloyd George, who says that the peo­ 
ple of the allied countries and of Amer­ 
ica should not put too great an empha­ 
sis for victory on the drive that is 
now being so successfully made against 
the Germans. The other is the curt re­ 
fusal of President Wilson to temporize 
with, the Austrio-Hungarian rulers con­ 
cerning peace. We have made it plain, 
tho president says, upon what 
terms 
peace can be had. And wc find those 
plain terms in the president's immortal 
message, wherein he gave being to the 
expression, " t h e world must be made 
safe for democracy." and his other tre­ 
mendously vital • statement 
concerning 
the rights of peoples to govern them­ 
selves in peace and security. 


There is no reason to believe that 
the morale of the German people is 
breaking—not as yet. 
The kaiser's 
recent speech, in which he rehearsed 
the undoubted facts of the conquest of 
Russia, Boumania, Serbia, Poland, aud 
the occupation of Belgium and a part 
of France, and told the people that the 
war had been a victorious war so far 
for Germany, is probably the general 
feeling in Germany, and feeling that, 
while the war is a terrific strain, tbey 
are winning. 


The Americans, the kaiser says, are 
endeavoring to take the placo of ten 
millions of trained Russians. And Ger­ 
man official newspapers, while admit­ 
ting that the Americans are 
fighting 
wtll, are confident that not a large 
American army will be allowed in Eu­ 
rope because of the German 
submar­ 
ines, and because of what they term 
the impossibility of Americans supply­ 
i n g their armies with artillery aud hea- 
"ttvjr ordnance. 
3!J>e brilliant offensives of the French, 


achievements, it is the future that is to 
appall. The Americans are maintaining 
a communication 
line 
of 
over 
four 
thousand miles, and making that line 
stronger every day. There are two mil­ 
lion American combat men in France. 
This 
winter 
will see them 
steadily 
pouring over. 
There is no good mili­ 
tary reason for speaking of an allied- 
victory as yet, a"nd the English word 
of ca^uti^n along this line is sane. Gen­ 
eral Haig and General von Hindenburg 
havo both said that armies are never 
whipped until they think they* are. The 
business of the allies and the Ameri­ 
cans now is that of making defeat so 
plain to the German army that they can 
see it with a certainty.

THE SINGLE TAX MENACE. 


Though defeated in California at the 
ltfst general election by a majority of 
316,000—the proponents of single tax 
are spending thousands of dollars in 
the state in an effort to make converts, 
and they are perfecting another initia­ 
tive measure which will go on the ballot 
in November. 


Single- tax is a terrible menace to 
every property owner. 


It would mean confiscation of proper­ 
ty and chaotic conditions 
throughout 
the state. 


It would place the entire burden of 
supporting county and municipal gov 
ernmen't upon the owners of land, re­ 
lieving from taxation hundreds of mil­ 
lions of personal property. 


It would eliminate from local tnxa 
tion improvements, personal 
property, 
money and solvent credits now assessed 
at $1,065,369,675, representing a tax of 
approximately $34,600,000. 


It would thus throw a total additional 
burden of $67,700,000 upon the assessed 
land value, consisting of the present 
locally assessed land values amounting 
to $1,850,000,000, and the operative land 
value of public service corporations es­ 
timated at $150,000,000. 


In addition to this, the amendment 
proposes te take for public use the 
rental and site value of land, which 
would leave no real value in tho hands 
of the owner. 


These things it proposes to do imme­ 
diately. 


This would mean an economical up­ 
heaval. 
Land values would be impair­ 
ed and unknown.

The Federal Trade Board has called 
the attention of Sears Roebuck & Co.

stock the company is able to sell 
sugar at a lower price than its 
competitors. 


2. Selling or offering to sell sugar 
below cost, through catalogs circu­ 
lated throughout the country. 


.3. 
Circulating catalogs contain­ 
ing 
advertisements 
representing 
that its competitors do not deal 
fairly, 
honestly and justly 
with 
their customers. 


4. 
Circulating catalogs contain­ 
ing advertisements offering its teas 
for sale in which advertisements it 
is falsely stated that the company 
sends a special representative to 
Japan who personally goes into the 
tea gardens of that country and 
personally supervises tho picking 
of the tea. 


5. 
Circulating catalogs contain­ 
ing advertisements offering 
coffee 
for sale in which it is falsely stat­ 
ed that the company purchases all 
of its coffee direct from the best 
plantations in the world. 


It was admitted that the com­ 
pany has offered sugar for sale at 
three to four cents a pound through 
1 


advertisements 
in 
catalogs 
in 
which 
it was represented 
that 
Sears, Roebuck and Company, be- . 
cause of its ability to make large 
purchases 
and 
move 
its 
stock - 
quickly, was able to sell sugar at 
lower 
price 
than 
others 
could; 
that 
such 
advertisements 
were 
false and misleading, as the com­ 
pany sold such sugar at less than 
cost in all cases, and the offer to 
soil was limited to a definite quan­ 
tity 
of sugar, and was always 
made upon the condition that cer- <, 
tain other groceries be -purchased '." 
at the same time, and that a suffi­ 
cient price was received to give a 
profit on tho combined sale. 


It was admitted that during the . 
latter 
half 
of 1915 Sears, Roe­ 
buck and Company sold sugar to 
such an extent that $780,000 was 
received for it, the sales 
being 


made at a loss of $190,000, all of 
the sales being combination 
sales 
on which a profit was made. It 
was admitted also that advertise­ 
ments were circulated by the com­ 
pany in which it was intimated 
that 
competitors 
were 
charging 
more than a fair price for sugar. 


The other practices forbidden by 
the order of the commission were 
admitted also.—Dry Goods Report­ 
er. 
For many years every unfair trade 
abuse that the ingenuity of man could 
conjure has been used by larger cities 
to disrupt and destroy the business of 
the smaller cities. 
Trolley lines were 
built and operated at a loss to concen­ 
trate business and wealth in centers 
where money could be bandied more 
easily.

But there is no provision as to the largest amount of money that may be 
extracted from the patient.

Following tho close of the 
war, these bonds are to bo made a per­ 
manent fund, the income to be devot­ 
ed, at the discretion of congress, to 
patriotic relief 
work. By 
contributing 
to this $100,000 Liberty bond fund* now, 
the Daughters of the American Revo­ 
lution will ho}p with the reconstruction 
period following the war, which time 
they shall hasten by helping the gov­ 
ernment to furnish the necessary wea­ 
pons—boats 
and 
airplanes—without 
which we cannot conquer the Hun.

Do not, wait 
to be personally asked, but plan your 
work at the beginning of the season so 
that a certain number of hours each 
week maybe given to Red Cross work, 
either in knitting, sewing or bandage 
making. 


Sign the register, indicating as near­ 
ly as possible how many hours you can 
give. A book for this purpose will be 
at the rooms. The urgent request comes 
from the mother 
chapter 
that 
this 
branch indicate what may be expected 
of us during the coming months. 
Gurney N'ewlin, formerly president of 
our chapter, and now organizing a great 
American Red Cross in France, writes 
that 
every bandage 
made in 
Covinn 
before July is now in France ready to 
be used. Furthermore, not one imper­ 
fect bandage made by the Los Angeles 
chapter, of which we are a branch, has 
yet been discovered. That is a record 
worth having and striving to surpass 
this winter. 


Georges Clenenceau, the great pre­ 
mier of France, says this of our Red 
Cross: "France will never be able to 
express to America what the coming of 
the Red Cross has meant to her. 
The 
Red Cross has already accomplished a 
most 
admirable 
errand 
of mercy in 
dressing the wounds of 
the 
soldiers 
and sailors. It has made it 
perfectly 
clear to France what serious and pro­ 
ductive efforts America is capable of 
accomplishing. 
You Americans have 
not come over with the intention of 
claiming credit, but in 
an 
unselfish 
spirit, without asking for anything ex­ 
cept permission to help us. The work 
you are doing has gained you our love. 
You have placed America's experience 
at the service of our own experience, 
you have given us your medical sup­ 
port to alleviate the intense suffering 
of the war. You have been business­ 
like as well as friendly, and our gratu- 
fude is unbounded. The present strug­ 
gle is invaluable to us, because it shows 
America's true spirit, which, more than 
ever, is united to the spirit of Franco, 
and gives us the assurance that you will 
be with us to hold to the end." 


This epitomizes admirably the work 
and spirit of the Red Cross of our 
splendidlyi 
fighting 
country. 
Because 
the spirit was victorious, our army is 
now victorious. To help the Red Cross 
makes one thrill with joy and pride. 
And Covina's part is no small one. 


Last Friday Mrs. W. H. Collins, Mrs. 
William Bowring and Mrs. H. N. Web­ 
ber attended the meeting of the moth­ 
er chapter in Los Angeles. These are 
some of the definite things this branch 
is asked to do to perfect our work: 
In the work room strict attention should 
be paid to instructions, as the making 
of all garments must bo uniform. 
For 
instance, if one button is sewed on and 
one bottonhole made in a garment not 
specified in instructions from Los An­ 
geles, it means from (30,000 to 75,000 
dozen in the allotment, all unnecessary 
work. Then this allotment all requires 
extra handling because it is an odd al­ 
lotment. 


As to knitting: 
Knit till the wool 
gives out, and do not heed newspaper 
warnings as to shortago of wool, but 
simply knit industriously until 
there 
is ncC more wool, which may not happen. 
However, there is a shortage of wool, 
and any old sweaters, afagans, muf­ 
flers, etc., will be most wolcomely re­ 
ceived 
either 
hero 
at 
headquarters 
or in Los Angeles at Main and Tenth 
streets, where it will be cleaned, ravel­ 
ed, recarded and put to use. So many 
of our soldiers are now going to Siberia 
the need will bo greater 
than 
ever. 
In addition, this hint is given to knit- 
tors: 
be not over-zealous to knit for 
your own soldier. Do not shower him 
with more socks than he can 
carry 
while his bunkmate has none. Knit for 
tho common good. 


Our quota in Covina for civilian re­ 
lief was more 
than 
filled 
and this 
branch was able to help out another 
branch. This fine result was the work 
of the faithful 
few during the hot 
weather. It is urged that more have a 
share in sustaining the good reputation 
the Covina branch has established. 


An urgent need at the Red Cross 
rooms is tho use of a writing desk with 
one or more drawers. Hitherto all bus­ 
iness of a clarical nature has been done 
upon an old wash stand. The work is 
growing so rapidly that this is'altogeth­ 
er inadequate. 
Anyone who is willing 
to lend a desk, notify Mr. W. H. .Col­ 
lins, presidont of this branch.
